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States is carried on alongside the wharf at the custom-house. Fruit 
is taken aboard while the steamships are at anchor. 

Fruit ships no longer ascend the Escondido River to Rama, but 
remain in Bluefields Lagoon during their stay in port. 

All passengers for the United States must go via Limon, Costa Rica, 
as all Bluefields steamships, after leaving here, proceed to that port 
for completion of cargoes. 

Passengers are not allowed to land in Limon. 

The manager of the steamship company has informed me that his 
vessels will not carry passengers from Bluefields for Limon. Orders 
to that effect were received by him from the United Fruit Company 
manager in the latter-named port.
